Federal judge blocks 
Trump’s ban on 
transgender troops 
serving in military 
injunction on proposed policy 

A presidential directive set to take effect in March 
would have blocked military recruitment and 

forced the dismissal of current transgender service 


members. The judge found that a lawsuit to declare 
the ban unconstitutional likely would prevail.

A federal judge in Washington blocked the 
Trump administration’s proposed transgender 
military ban, writing that the policy “does not 
appear to be supported by any facts.” 

U.S. District Judge Colleen Kollar-Kotelly is- 
sued the preliminary injunction Monday, find- 
ing that a group of transgender service mem- 
bers would have a strong chance of prevailing 
in their lawsuit to have the ban declared un- 
constitutional. The injunction remains in place 
until the lawsuit is resolved or a judge lifts it. 

The move is another legal setback for the 
president, who surprised military leaders and 
members of Congress when he announced the 
proposal via a series of tweets in late July that 
reversed an Obama administration policy al- 
lowing transgender service members to serve 
openly and begin enlisting in January. 

The tweets were followed by a presiden-
